POLITICS. 


The Great Republican Parade 
in New York. 


AN 
IMPOSING 
Dr M0NSTRATI0N. 


General Grant Review s a Procession 
of Over 50,000 Voters. 


FURTHER DEM8CRATIC OUTRACES IN INDIANA. 


Republicans Stoned and Fired Upon and 
a Negro Shot Dead. 


[SPBCIAL BY IBLBORAPI! TO TUB RECOKD-U5IOX.) 


N ew Y ork, October 11th.—The parade of 
Boys in Blue aud kindred Republican Asso­ 
ciations to-night in honor of General G raut 
was a brilliant and imposing spectacle. 
A 
feature of the demonstration was the number 
of business men and employes in the line. 
The associations in this city parading were 
many in num ber and strong in membership. 
They were well reinforced by visiting mem­ 
bers from a distance of fifty miles in every 
direction. 
Brooklyn sent very large repre­ 
sentations of political clubs, and N ew Jersey, 
Staten Island and Long Island. 
The H ud­ 
son river towns and those on the line of the 
Hudson Railroad 
were 
scarcely 
behind. 
Every man carried a torch or lantern. 
Those 
who had direction of the procession made 
provision for the great numbers who partici­ 
pated, and all easily found their designated 
place to form preparatory to 
the march. 
Special trains were run from points HH) miles 
out of town, and each was crowded with per­ 
sons coming to view the spectacle. 
Brooklyu, 
Jersey City and adjacent cities and towns 
contributed vast numbers of sight-scers, who, 
supplementing the population of New York, 
gave to the city u crowd and commotion it 
rarely possesses. 
The political headquarters, 
many hotels, business houses and residences 
were illuminated, while every window, stoop 
and vantage ground from which could be had 
a view of the parade, was filled with people. 
General Grant, leaning upon the arm of Gen­ 
eral Chester A. A rthur, at 10:55 stepped 
on the reviewing stand, w here representative 
Republicans had gathered. 
Both gentlemen 
were enthusiastically received. 
A t half-past 
11 the end of the procession reached the re­ 
viewing [mint. 
I t is estimated th at there 
were between 40,000 and 50,000 men in line. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
N ew Y ork, October 12th—3 a . m.—A t 
this hour the great procession íb not yet over. 
There was never a demonstration in the city 
or country th at rivaled it. 
The Times says : There were 56,000 men 
in line, and it is well known th at thousands 
deserted and went home after standing in po­ 
sition without moving for more than five 
hours. 
An observer who left the scene at 
12:30 found 15,000 stretched away for miles 
who had no opportunity to march, and would 
not have for hours to come. 
The proces­ 
sion contained no trium phal cars, drawn 
by six horses, and other similar devices, to 
take up room and time, but it was -imply a 
solid crowd of Garfield voters and nothing else. 
Portraits of Garfield, G rant, A rthur and Conk- 
ling were loudly cheered. Indeed it w csagreat 
feature of the c-.casion th at the enthusiasm 
and applause on the part of those who viewed 
the procession were quite equal to those ex­ 
pressed by the men in line. 
Hancock men 
were evidently scarce, and were certainly 
qniet and subdued, only making themselves 
heard in sneers aud jeers as the negroes 
pasted. 
The representatives of the different 
trades and professions in line were most en­ 
thusiastically cheered, and seemed to show in 
th at respect the drift of popular sentiment. 
Altogether, it was a decided encouragement 
to the Republicans, and a corresponding 
damper on their opponents. 
So far as known 
there was no accident or anything approach­ 
ing a riot, though the outline clubs, near the 
river front, were subjected to a good deal of 
banter from “ Hancock men,’’.m ostly of a 
good-natured character. 
NEWSPAPER OPINIONS. 
The Herald says : I t was the finest specta­ 
cle of the kind ever witnessed in New York, 
as brilliant a scene of display as it was a 
magnificent compliment.

This would bring the 
t>overnn¡cnt pr.pcr in circulation to 81,­ 
1 0,000,000, and there would not be a 
tingle dollar in gold behind this enormous 
volume. 
Docs any sane man doubt what 
the outcome ot such a policy would be? 
i t could be nothing but national bank­ 
ruptcy. 
When, therefore, so insane and 
mischievous a financial programme is au- 
nounced, and when Republican candidates 
are gravely asked whether they are pre­ 
pared to indorse it, they ought to have no 
hesitation in replying that they are utterly 
opposed to any such scheme, and that 
they have an insuparablo objection to em­ 
barking the country upon the stormy sea 
of fiat money.

I t is significant that all fhe uneasiness 
which affects commercial and financial cir­ 
cles ¡.- caused by the possibility of a Dem­ 
ocratic success. 
There is no thought of 
postponing investments or large transac­ 
tions, or reducing operations, because of a 
possibility of tho electiun of Garfield. 
If 
th at was guaranteed to-morrow the trade 
and business of the country would be re­ 
lieved from all apprehensions. 
It is only 
the shadow of Democratic success that 
liaugs over the future which readers clear­ 
sighted men restless and timid. 
T hat this 
should always be the case in a Presidential 
year is a pregnant commentary ou the re­ 
lations of the Democratic party to the 
m aterial interests of the country. 
That 
party’s possib e advent to power is feared 
as if it were an impending financial ca­ 
tastrophe, and so in truth it is. 


One of the staple cries of the Democrats 
in this campaign has been th at the Repub­ 
licans are animated by a spirit of section­ 
alism, and th at they arc filled with m a­ 
lignity towards the South. 
A recent 
article in Harper's Weekly deak with this 
complaint very forcibly. I t asks : “ Who 
“ fosters sectional feeling? 
W hat section 
“ of the country is now-, and for half a 
“ century has been, sectional, and why? 
“ Has any party or school of politicians 
“ ever spoken or thought of ‘the N o rth ’ 
“ as a ‘country’ or separate community 
“ opposed in interest to the Union, and 
“ why? Is not the appeal of Southern 
“ Democrats always local and sectional? 
“ Did not the war prove this deeply- 
“ rooted sectionalism, and ha3 anything 
“ since the war shown th at it was in the 
“ least degree removed? Is there aoy- 
“ thing in such sectionalism, or iu the 
“ political character, theories and tradi- 
“ tions of th at section, which makes it 
“ probable th at its absolute control of the 
“ Government 
would be wiser, juster, 
“ more national, more economical and 
“ progressive, than the present control? 
“ And why is it waving the bloody shirt 
“ to ask these questions, or to place these 
“ facts before the country? 
Is there any 
“ doubt that the Southern Democratic 
“ leaders controlled their party before the 
“ war, and that they have controlled it 
“ since? Is there any question th at Dem- 
“ ocratic success and the election of Gen- 
“ eral Hancock are impossible except by a 
“ solid Southern electoral vote, and that 
‘; that vote can be made solid only by 
“ violence and fraud ?” 
No Democrat can 
answer these questions truthfully without 
exposing the falsity anil insincerity of the 
cry of sectionalism. 
The fact is that this 
cry amounts to a complaint against the 
Republicans because they are not willing 
to accept Southern domination brought 
about by force and fraud. 
There never 
would have been any sectional feeling in 
this campaign had not the Democracy 
invented the “ solid South.” 
And what 
does the solid S .uth mean? I t means 
th at fourteen States of the Union are to 
be taken out 
from 
under 
republican 
governm ent; 
that 
m ajority 
rule 
in 
those States is to be pu t down ; th at 
the free expression of the popular will 
there is to be suppressed ; th at the min­ 
ority is to seize the ballot-box and forge 
false election returns ; and that by these 
methods the Electoral votes of these States 
are to be secured for Hancock. 
And be­ 
cause tlic people of the rest of the country 
protest against, and resist and denounce 
this deliberate attack upon the very found­ 
ations of free government, they are accused 
by the Democrats of “ sectionalism,’' of 
“ hating the South,” and of “ waving the 
“ bloody shirt.” 
The question at issue is 
not a question of locality beyond w hat the 
South has made it. 
A similar programme, 
applied to any other part of the country, 
would be equally objectionable. 
If the 
Northern Democrats, or the Northern Re­ 
publican leaders, were to attem pt to make 
a solid North upon the Southern principles, 
the ground for opposition would be ju3t 
the same, and all who believe in free gov­ 
ernment would be found arrayed again-t 
the scheme. 
W hen Garcelon attem pted to 
steal Maine after the Southern plan, the 
voice of the people was raised against his 
infamous plot as loudly as it is now raised 
against the solid South ; but certainly 
there was no room for sectionalism in th at 
care. 
It is because the South lias identi- 
li- I itself with this Mexican policy that 
it has exposed itself to denunciation. 
Let 
it return to the principles of republican 
government, and it will find th at it has no 
more rca-on to complain of “ sectionalism.” 


The fact stated by Harper's Weekly, that 
the vote of the South “ can be made solid 
“ only by violence and fraud ” is the key 
to the whole situation. 
It is a fact which 
cannot loe denied. 
I t is notorious that the 
solidity of the South is neither more nor less 
than the unanimity bom of terrorism. 
They have made a solitude and called it 
1‘eace. 
They have suppressed the Repub­ 
lican vote by force and fraud, and then 
they boast ot their “ solidity,” and accuse 
all who protest agaiust their methods of 
“ fostering sectional hatred.”

HANCOCK 
AS 
A 
CONSTITUTIONALIST. 


Judging of his public utterances General 
Hancock's acquaintance with the organic 
law of tho Republic appears to be about 
on a par with th at of the Kearneyite legis­ 
lator who declared th at he had read some­ 
thing in “ the second volume of the Con­ 
stitution.” 
W hen he unfolded his mind 
to General Sherman in the letter which lias 
since been given to the public, he devel­ 
oped a theory of the relations between the 
military and civil arms of the Government 
which was entirely original. 
He told Gen­ 
eral Shennan th at contingencies might 


occur in which it would be incumbent upon 
him to decide w hether lie would obey the 
civil authority. 
General Sherman mildly 
represented in reply th at to hold thus was 
to assume a power which the Constitution 
had never conferred upon the military. 
That in fact his sole recourse was obelienee, 
and that if a military officer undertook to 
go behind his orders he was practically 
arrogating the right of the initiative, and 
so overturning the Constitution. 
In bis 
recent statem ents about the tariff' General 
Hancock has revealed some new ideas on 
that head. 
I t appears th at he imagines 
the tariff to be a purely local question, 
and one with which the general Govern­ 
ment seldom or never interferes. 
I t is 
of course difficult to get a t his real theory, 
because no one who had ever studied 
the Constitution could talk such amazing 
nonsense. 
The fact, however, th at the 
Constitution expressly confines all tariff 
legislation to Congress, aud inhibits the 
States from meddling in the m atter at all, 
brings the absurdity of his statem ents into 
high relief, and makes it apparent that 
here again he has been making out a 
special governmental theory’ of his own, 
free from dependence upon the organic 
law. 
It is possible that with his peculiar 
views on the tariff he would invite the 
State Governments to legislate on the 
question, ami he might go so tar as to pro­ 
hibit Congress from dealing with it. 
So 
phenomenal an ignorance of the funda­ 
mental principles of the Government as he 
has exhibited has certainly never before 
been found in a 1’residential candidate. 
General Hancock may be a good soldier. 
He ought to be, for certainly ho is nothing 
else ; aud it requires no special direction 
to see how so muddle-headed a man will 
of necessity be conti oiled by his advisers 
should he for the sins of the nation be per­ 
mitted to fill the executive office. 


THE ELECTIONS. 


HOW 
THE 
PUBLIC 
ARE 
SWINDLED. 


The telegraph a few days ago stated that 
an institution ia Boston called “ The La­ 
dies’ Deposit,” which had been offering 
eight per cent, per mouth on deposits of 
money, had collapsed. 
The Boston papers 
afford an explanation of this dispatch. 
I t appears th at “ The Ladies’ Deposit” 
was established by two women. 
I t offered 
the enormous interest above named to 
“ single ladies old and young,” and made 
special appeals to the class of working 
women who, while possessing large aggre­ 
gate savings, have very little knowledge of 
business. 
Nothing was known and noth­ 
ing was vouchsafed respecting the means 
or methods of the new bank. 
Nobody 
knew anything of the two women whose 
names were published as its managers. 
It offered no guarantees of any kind, and 
the interest it anuouuccd its intention to 
pay was itself a standing proof of dishon­ 
esty, since no honest aud safe investment 
could possibly pay such rates. 
Notwith- 
standiug all this, however, the institution 
flourished for a time. 
People who had put 
their money in and had drawn their eight 
per cent, 
for two or three 
months 
bee-ame in their turn solicitors for it, and 
bruited abroad its advantages. 
A t last 
the notoriety of the concern drew the 
attention of the press to it. 
I t 
was 
examined, discussed, and the public were 
warned against it. 
Then it collapsed, and 
of course the depositors lost everything. 
Now the moat remarkable fact in this 
story ¡3 the fact th at it should have been 
possible to organize and carry on so 
obvious a swindle for several months, in a 
city like Boston. 
It is another illustration 
of the truth of the saying th at “ W hat is 
everybody's business is nobody’s busi­ 
ness.” 
But it should bo clear that m at­ 
ters of this kind ought to be the special 
business of somebody. 
I t is not enough to 
pass laws 
against illegitimate banking 
schemes. 
Their execution must bo made 
the duty of some functionary. 
It ought 
to be possible, not merely to arrest the 
perpetrators of such swindles after they 
have ruined hundreds of victims, but to 
prevent them from carrying their iniqui­ 
tous projects into effect. 
And these peo­ 
ple advertised their rascality every time 
they offered to pay eight per cent, a month 
ou deposits. 
They could only do this by­ 
paying tho interest out of the principal, 
and th at is no doubt the course they 
adopted. 
There should be more attention 
paid to the prevention than to the punish­ 
ment of fraud, for experience proves that 
there is alway s a large percentage of the 
community which absolutely needs to be 
protected agaiust it3 own ignorance and 
credulity.

There has been no trouble, 
and the best of feeling seeuis to prevail. The Dem­ 
ocrats claim to have evidence that two illegal votes 
have been cast by the Republicans in one precinct.

W ork has been commenced on the new 
theater at Eureka, Nev. 
There are 175 pupils in attendance at the 
Roseburg (Or.) Academy. 
Most of the springs above Barcelona 
City, Nev., are drying up. 
None of the Nevada 1‘iutcs care to go to 
Australia with Cole’s Circus. 
Flour retails ia the Jacksonville (Or.) 
m arket at 82 50 per hundred. 
Frosts have severely injured the crops 
in Gallatin county, Montana. 
The Schroder murder trial at Oakland 
has been set for October 10th. 
The assessed valuation of Humboldt 
county, Nevada, is 82,331,099. 
M. De Lauge, of Santa Rosa, has a col­ 
lection of 7,000 species of shells. 
The late rains have interfered with hop 
picking in Lane county, Oregon. 
The ranchers ou the Colusa plains have 
been seeding their summer-fallow. 
There is talk of a narrow-gauge railroad 
from Eiko, Nev., north into Idaho. 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company 
are building a new depot at Colfax. 
Large sales of California and Oregon 
cheep continue to be reported from Mon­ 
tana. 
Over 100 tons of tanbark was shipped to 
Napa from the Russian river country last 
week. 
There are 25-foot banks of snow on the 
north side of the Sierra peaks, near Lake 
Tahoe. 
The fall tires have begun in Eastern San 
Diego, and are burning over considerable 
territory. 
Fires are raging in the hills adjacent to 
Ukiali valley, and it is very hot there iu 
consequence. 
All the members of the Nevada Light 
Guard, with only two or three exceptions, 
are Republicans. 
The horse disease still prevails in the 
lower part of Nevada county, and team­ 
sters arc prevented from work thereby. 
Over fifty people are camping among the 
wild plum orchards near Sierra City. They 
gather the fruit to sell for canning and pre­ 
serving. 
The gas pipe is laid to the receiver at 
San Quentin. 
The prison authorities will 
now lay it inside the W’alls and put in the 
fixtures. 
The cannery at Seattle, W. T., uses 
2,500 fish a day, and pays three cents a 
piece for them. 
They are caught by Greek 
fishermen. 
Over 100,000 sheep are owned within 
the limits of Yolo. 
On this account the 
Democrat urges the establishment of a 
woolen mill. 
Some seventeen Indians, preachers or 
members of the Presbyterian Church, from 
Lapwai, attended the Presbytery in Wes­ 
ton, Or., last week. 
The ranchers in the southern portion of 
Mason valley, Nevada, are agitating the 
question of having part of their territory 
transferred to Lyou county. 
Mormon slough at Stockton, off Lane’s 
W harf, has been excavated so th at vessels 
can get in to the wharf to load and unload 
for the Stockton paper mills. 


Governor M urray, of Utah, represents to 
the General Government the uselessness of 
enacting laws against polygamy unless they 
are enforced. 
Governor M urray has lived 
in U tah, aud yet he does not appear to 
have perceived the real nature of the diffi­ 
culties with wiiich Congress has to do. Be­ 
tween the conditions which obtain at the 
South, and those of Utah, there is no dif­ 
ference in ocíen rials. 
In both cases it has 
been found impossible to enforce laws 
which are opposed by the public sentiment 
of the dominant elements of society. 
All 
history teaches that where this condition 
exists the imposition of obnoxious laws upon 
the community is impracticable without 
the employment ot a degree of force which 
very few powers have ever been able 
to command, and the use of which in 
this 
country 
would be 
incompatible 
with republican principles. 
This is the 
truth, and this it is which has baffled Con­ 
gress so long, and has blunted all the wea­ 
pons it has tried against the Mormon insti­ 
tution. General Grant gave Reconstruction 
a full trial at the South, and when he went 
out of office he had to acknowledge th at it 
was a complete failure. 
I t was so because 
tho Southern people were out of sympathy 
with the principles it was sought to en­ 
force, and because they were out of sym­ 
pathy with these principles the South is 
solid to-day. 
There is nothing to be done 
iu such cases but to deprive the recalcitrant 
community of the powers of evil, and trust 
to example aud education for a change of 
sentiment. 
This applies both to the South 
and to Utah, and we are satisfied that ul­ 
timately the country will reach the con­ 
clusion hire outlined.

CHINA 
S OIJGH. 


The extremely unhealthy condition and 
unsightly appearance of China Blougb, or 
Sutter Lake, has at last become so patent 
and self-appealing for abatement, that the 
people and authorities, as by general consent, 
have taken the matter into earnest considera­ 
tion, to see what can and must be done to 
remedy the long-existing evil, and remove the 
standing danger and menace to the public 
health. The place has been so frequently and 
long condemned by the Board of Health as 
a most dangerous nuisance, and without re 
ceiving attention in the line of correcting 
the matter, because of the extent of the 
undertaking involved, that the cessation of 
the Board of Health from further efforts, 
under discouragement from want of results 
from previous recommendations, has aroused 
those who are acquainted with the condition 
of affairs, until now, as if by a spontaneous 
and united action a movement is entered 
upon by the people and authorities to take 
such steps as shall bring a speedy remedy. 
The co-operation of the property-owners along 
the north side of I street, which is all im­ 
portant in connection with any effort in this 
direction, is not only freely offered, but the 
most expensive plans, so far as they are con­ 
cerned, are accepted and earnestly advocated 
by them. The Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, who own most of the premises covered 
by the lake, is also in hearty accord, and 
will not only do its share, as is stated 
by those who have 
conversed with the 
leading 
officers, 
but 
will 
co-operate 
by 
sharing 
in 
the 
large 
expenses 
necessary, and at the same time donate 
and 
deed 
to 
the 
city 
the 
grounds 
occupied by the lake when complete^. 
\> ith 
this united and earnest co-operation upon 
the part of all concerned, as regards health, 
owners of the premises and those who must 
sanction the outlay, it would seem that we 
might almost consider, in accordance with 
the maxim in equity, that ‘‘what should be 
done may be considered as already executed. ’ 
Y et in this case nothing will accomplish the 
long-needed and radical change in the situa­ 
tion 
but prompt and persistent action 
and forward movement until the work is com­ 
pleted. 
t 
With the recent filling done by the Rail­ 
road Company, and that now being made by 
Mr. Fairchilds, all that portion west of Third 
street is disposed of. 
In treating with the 
east side, the object to be attained, in 
order to overcome th e'filthy and unhealthy 
conciition of the lake, is to remove its bank a 
t u flic ¡ent distance from the rear of the Chi­ 
nese quarters so that they cannot empty and 
dispose of all their vegetable and animal 
refuse and filth into the water. Although 
there is an ordinance against their doing 
this, the water in most cases comes np to or 
stan Is under their domiciles, and it has proved 
impossible to make them comply with the or­ 
dinance, and the edge of the adjoining por­ 
tion of the lake is kept putrid and sickening 
from the continual practice of using the lake 
as a garbage receptacle. 
'i h • improvements proposed to effectually 
overcome this difficulty and make the lake 
pure, are to fill in and make a new street 
north of I street, in the rear cf all these 
buildings, and raise Third street to the grade 
from I street to the depot. 
This with a sand 
and gravel surface on the lake side of the 
embankments, would transform the present 
disgusting condition into a margin of clear 
and pure water. To form this new street 
the plan is to take the twenty-foot alley run­ 
ning east aud west half a block north of I 
street, which would exist but for the lake, 
and widen it into a street. 
It is pioposed to 
make this street 80 feet in width, and to ac­ 
complish this, in addition to the usual width 
of the alley, 20 feet, the property owners on 
the north side of I street, between Third and 
Fifth streets, have unanimously offered to 
give -10 feet for the street from the hack end 
of their lots, making 60 feet, and the Rail 
road Company will give 20 feet on the north 
side of the alley, or as much as desired. 
Forty feet would be taken from the Bouth 
side of the alley however, as it is regarded 
the better course to form the street in this 
manner, and save that much filling between 
1 aud the new street. This is the outline of 
what is regarded a3 necessary to be done to 
overcome the existing evil, but the difficulty 
has heretofore been that it would be too 
great an expense for the city to undertake, 
but the necessity for action has come to be 
regarded as so great that the response from 
all sides seems adequate to the exigency. 
Messrs. Mesick, Foote, O’Neil and others, 
who 
own the entire property 
l>etween 
Third aud Fifth on the north side of 1 street, 
are among the foremost to carry out the 
necessary improvements, and promise that as 
soon as the work is inaugurated they w ill fill 
in between I and the new street up to the 
grade. Mr. Mesick also visited Governor 
Stanford, who offered, for the Railroad Com­ 
pany, most liberally to join with the city and 
property-owners, even stating that, if the city 
would construct the new street between 
Third and Fifth strttts and the intersections 
with 1’ourth and Fifth streets, the company 
would 
take 
care 
of 
Third street aud 
west of Fifth, on the new street. In addi­ 
tion to this, the railroad company, who own 
the lake, has submitted papers aud drawings 
to the Board of Trustees in accordance with 
the plan proposed, and in case the same 
should be carried out, tendering a deed of the 
lake, in form therein mapped out, to the city. 
Thus by the city now building the new street 
between Third and Fifth, in accordance with 
these liberal offers from the railroad com­ 
pany aud the property owners, the entire 
work can be promptly accomplished, and the 
present seething, disease-breeding cesspool, be 
tiarsformed into a pure lake. The lake, as 
proposed on the plot submitted, and thus 
offered to the city, would have the Third 
street bank for its west limit, which would 
be 330 feet in extent. A t a point 330 feet 
north of the new street, on Third street, the 
north line is to run northwesterly 750 feet, 
when it strikes the south line of the G street 
extension ; thence to run 165 feet along the 
south line of G street; thence 160 feet due 
south, to the noith line of the alley, between 
G and H, from whence could be described 
the fourth part of a ciicle to the east line of 
Fourth street, on the north side of the newly- 
constructed street on the south of the lake, 
.-aid fourth part of a circle having a radius of 
400 feet with the central point near the north 
line of the lake. From the north side of 
Fourth to Third street the boundary to be 
along the north side of the new street. 
This gives a large area of water 
for 
pleasure or cruamental purposes, of which the 
city would then have ownership and control. 
The owners of the property on the north of 1 
street sjtate that they would also improve the 
appearance of things in that locality by 
erecting a new row of buildinp 
’ 
south side of the proposed street, fronting on 
the lake, which would entirely hide from the 
traveling public the present unsightly rear 
view of that part of Chinatown, which must 
produce a vivid and nv i-t uncomplimentary 
impression upon the minds of people arriv­ 
ing or leaving the city. 
With these propositions and plans before 
it, the Board of City Trustees, at its regular 
meeting last Monday, instructed the City 
Surveyor to make a survey of the proposed 
str< et and submit to the Board a report, with 
.-.n c-timate of tl e number of cubic yards of 
m* .erial required to c nstruot it. 
The 
survey was being made yesterday, and the 
rejiort will be completed and ready fur the 
Board at its meetiug next Monday. 
From the soundings nude cu the proposed 
line of street it is found that the water is 
about 8 feet deep at the Third street end, 
and running deeper eastward until Fourth 
street is reached, where there is a depth of 
14 feet. From Fourth street to what is 
called an island, a little west of Fifth street, 
it gradually shoals to about a foot in depth. 
The average depth of the water between 
Third and Fifth streets, where the city 
would construct the street, is from 8 to 10 
feet. The present surface of the water is 
about 
16 
feet 
lielow 
the 
I 
street 
grade, 
rendering the necessary filling to 
build and raise the proposed street to the reg 
•alar grade, about 25 feet perpendicular. With 
this hight and 80 feet width at the top, it is 
estimated that with the side slojies the width 
of the till on the bottom of the lake would 
extend to about 190 feet at the deepest point. 
The details of the proposed improvements 
show that the work would be a very exten­ 
sive one for the city- to undertake alone, but 
with the large portion offered to be assumed 
by the railroad company and property own­ 
er- it is easily within reach. The material 
for doing the filling would be obtained from 
the river, and necessarily during the low 
stage of water, and if done this fall will need 
to I e commenced immediately. 
The authority for entering upon such im­ 
provement is not vested in the Board, ar.d if 
the report of the Surveyor is, when submit­ 
ted, regarded favorably, it is probable that 
the question of making the improvement 
will at once be submitted to a vote of the 
people, and a special election for the city 
called for that purpos*. 
_ 
From the extreme necessity of abating the 
present nuisance condition of the portion of 
tho lake adjoining Chinatown, aud the favor­ 
able auspices under which the improvement 
can now l-e made, backed by the urgent 
recommendation of the Board of Health and 
; the city authorities, and the long-continued 
I 


demand of the public generally and the press, 
it would seem that the submission of the pro- 
poeition to a vote of the city is a mere matter 
: of form for obtaining proper authority, 
which will be promptly Rnd unanimously 
granted.

“ I'VE 
GOT ENOUGH 
OF L IF E ' 


Some two years ago Louis Eglj was thrown 
from a horse at his home in Scott valley, 
Siskiyou county, and was so injured that hip 
disease supervened. Since then he suffered 
much. He was sent to San Francisco loDg 
ago for treatment. Some eight days ago he 
came to 
Sacramento. 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Fred Holzhoueser, of 709 O street, are 
warm friends of the Eglj family. To Louis, 
who was between 16 aud 17 years old, they 
showed many kind attentions, and comforted 
him in his affliction. But the youth was 
despondent, and feared he would never get 
well, but always be a burden to his family. 
He visited the Holzhouesers often, but roomed 
at the Helvetia House, on Fifth street. \ es- 
terday forenoon he called on Mrs. Holz- 
honeser to borrow $5 to pay some dues on 
some clothing. 
She told him she did 
not 
have 
it, but 
would 
get 
it 
for 
him. She went down town to her hffsband 
and asked for it, and Hokhoueser readily 
gave Eglj the money and invited him to dine 
with them. Mrs. Holzhoueser returned to her 
home. 
Presently Egij also returned, and 
sat down on the sidewalk with his feet on the 
street grade below. This was immediately 
in front of Holzhoueser’s house, who was 
then at home. 
At about 12 o clock Holz­ 
houeser and his wife heard a shot near by, 
and ran out to see where it came from. They 
fouud 
some 
children 
gathered 
about 
Eglj, 
who 
lay ou the walk 
bleeding 
from a wound 
in 
his 
right 
temple. 
He had shot himself with a Bull-dog pistol, 
which, in all probability, he bought with the 
money loaned him. To ‘Mrs. Holzhoueser Eglj 
said that he had concluded he ought not to 
live any lorger, that he would never rec iver, 
and it was useless to suffer longer. 
He 
wished h¡3 mother to know that he shot him­ 
self coolly and in his right mind, and said, 
Tell her it is all right, and I think it best, 
have got enough of life.” 
Mrs. Holz­ 
houeser prepared a bed in the house for 
the 
wounded 
man, but Chief Kareher 
arriving, 
concluded 
to 
remove 
him 
to the station-house, where he died shortly 
afterwards. He was then removed to the 
Coroner's office. In his pocket was found a 
note, which he had probably written during 
the day, and which read as follows : 


O c t o b e r 12, 1830. 
Brothers and sisters, remember yon r brother 
Louis. 
Mother, remember me. Take me home 
and bury me alongside of my father. 
Ah, my 
mother. 
The inquest elicited no other facts than 
above given.
